enter university or who could 
pass matriculations. 

The $165 million spent by tho 
Canadian Government between 
1042 and 1953 educating veterans, I 
James claimed, was "probably tho 
best investment Canada has ever 
made". , 
HALF VETERANS i| 

The great number of veterans 
who flocked to McGill starting in 
January, 1945 was so large, ho 
stated, that in the peak year oE 
194647 veterans numbered about 
one-half of the 8,200 students at 
McGill. 

This enrolment, he pointed out. 
is greater than that today, al- 
though there were then 40 per 
cent fewer teachers. However, ho 
added that this gave those years 
"a sense of purpose" and that it 
is an academic commonplace that 
veterans were, on the whole, sup- 
erior students. i 
The third milestone, James said, 
was the decision of federal gov- 
ernment in 1051 to subsidize hig- 
her education as a result of tho 
Massey Report. After much ser- 
ious concern that the federal gov- 
ernment would centralize control 
of education, he said, "legislation 1 
is now being enacted which will 
lay a new foundation for the dev- 
elopment of Quebec's higher edu- 
cation in both English-speaking 
and French -speaking universi- 
ties"- 



The banquet was the Annual 
General Meeting of McGill's Gra- 
duates' Society. The Society com- 
memorated the twentieth anni- 
versary of Dr. James' appoint- 
ment as Principal and 'Vice-Chan- 
cellor of McGill by presenting him 
with an engraved tray at the 
meeting. 

James reviewed the last twenty 
years in his speech and concluded 
by saying, "We have gone through 
the most revolutionary period in 
the history of McGill and of Ca- 
nadian higher education, and, as 
a result, the next twenty years 
will be the most distinguished pe- 
riod in McGill's history." 
TEAM CO-OPERATION 

He began by reminding his lis- 
teners of the many who helped 
build the University in the last 
twenty years, and of the fact that 
"a university is the greatest form 
of team co-operation in the world". 

He added that "there are men at 
a university to tackle every sort 
of problem in the universe" and 
that thus "a university's staff is 
relatively small compared to the 
work it does". As an example, he 
pointed out that the total number 
of people on McGill's payroll; from 
the groundskeepers up, is only 
3,400. • 

NO LUXURY 

James continued by mention- 
ing the three specific events 
which have illustrated that "Ca- 
nada has become conscious that 
higher education is not a luxury 
— not just something that is nice 
to have around". These events, 
he said, were "red-letter develop- 
ments" in the life of McGill and 
other universities. 

First, he maintained, was the 
federal charter of 1941 guaran- 
teeing a free post-war education 
to veterans. By this document, Ca- 
nada was the first country in the 
world to provide a university to 
veterans who were- qualified to 



Panel Forsees Great Development 
For Africa In Next Few Years

The highlight of African Week 
took place last night in the Union 
Ballroom in the form of a panel 
discussion on "Economic, Social 
and Political Development in Afri- 
ca". 

The five-member panel chaired by 
Dr. E.C. Knowles the Chaplain of 
McGill University, included Mr. D. 
Dove-Edwin, Educational and Cul- 
tural Attaché. Nigerian Liaison Of- 
fice in Washington; Mr. R. Sam- 
ples, D.S.O. Director of Informa- 
tion Services for the United King- 
dom Government in Ottawa; Mr. 
J. Kroanteng, Educational and Cul- 
tural Attaché, Ghana Embassy, 
Washington; Professor K. Callard 
of McGill's Department of Econo- 
mics and Political Science and Dr. 
Fincham, Deputy High Commis- 
sioner of the Union of South Africa 
in Ottawa. 

INDUSTRIAL START 

Dr. Fincham began the discus- 
sion,- stating that the Union of 
South Africa was the most highly 
industrialized state south of the 
'Sahara. Now celebrating its fiftieth 
anniversary, the Union boasts that 
its population has doubled since 
1910. f 

Mr. Samples pointed out that 
tills meeting was just one of many 



taking place all over North Ame- 
rica. He believes that these dis- 
cussions indicate the growing Inte- 
rest of the world in African af- 
fairs. The elections held recently 
in Nigeria are a final step towards 
the indépendance that nation will 
receive in October of this vcar. 

The British policy in i908 was 
"to guide colonial territories to 
responsible self-government in 
the Commonwealth." Since the 
second world war the number of 
people in Africa under direct 
British control has dwindled 
from 500 to 75 million. 

PROGRESSION OF NIGERIA 
The next speaker, Mr. Dove- 
Edwin reviewed the history of 
Nigeria. In 1849 the British go- 
vernment had stationed a go- 
vernment there and finally in 
1923 the first legislative council 
was formed. Thus ' Nigeria has 
had 37 years experience in the 
parliamentary system. In 1940 
Britain thought "the time had 
come" to consider complete self- 
government for Nigeria so the 
Nigeria governor drew up a cons- 
titution which was to be effected 
for a nine year trial. However, 
in 1951 the citizens were asked 
to make up a modified version 
of this constitution. All citizens 
helped in this, effort and it was 



put into effect in 1952 — one 
year, after the ministerial form 
of government had been adopted. 
All important posts in that coun- 
try since then have been taken 
by Nigerians. 

Mr. Kroanteng confined his 
remarks to the development of 
Ghana. The aim of the govern- 
ment of Ghana is "to cater to 
the necessities of the greatest 
majority". Economic develop- 
ment prior to independence was 
limited. Much money is being 
spent on economic projects of 
the country. Now there arc good 
methods of transportation. Se- 
condary schools have increased 
in number from 15 to 69. Four 
thousand students have gone to 
other countries to continue their 
education and Ghana hopes to 
build its own universities in the 
near future. 

AFRICA IN GENERAL 

Professor Callard djeided to 
comment on Africa as a whole. 
"Africa has undergone incredible 
political development in the last 
three years. Before that almost 
all of Africa was under European 
power, and in the next few years 
vast areas will begin to rule 
themselves... People will begin to 
look toward their own legislators 



for aid." The national desire for 
independence is being created 
everywhere. 

In the past 30 years Africans 
are getting away from tradition 
and changing for the better. 
'The - problems arc still there, 
however, they arc not all being 
solved by the change of control. 
Most countries realize that self- 
government in Africa is self- 
evident".

The breakdown of McGHFs enrolment according to 
the religious denomination of its students, as published 
in yesterday's Daily, provides us with the perfect excuse 
for asking the University authorities a simple but point- 
ed question, one which we have long wanted to ask. Why 
is one required to state his (her), religion when he (she) 
registers at McGill? 

The ordeal at registration is familiar to everyone. 
You are told on several slips of paper to state your reli- 
gion, after which the admonition— "please specify". Pre- 
sumably the latter is directed to Protestants alone, in 
order that they will not forget to mark their particular 
denomination. But that is a presumption and not a fact; 
and in the meantime the general character of that admo- 
nition lends itself to varied interpretation. 

That, however, is only a secondary issue. Why ask 
the question at all? What difference in the world could 
it possibly make what your religion is, and why embarr- 
ass people who do not profess any particular religion? 
Even if the purpose of asking such questions on regis- 
tration forms is entirely innocent — and that is opeir to 
some question — why leave yourself open to charges and 
innuendoes? Some years ago, rumours that McGill pract- 
ised a discreet policy of religious and racial discrimina- 
tion, especially in some of its more prestigious faculties, 
were rather widespread. Whatever the truth of these ru- 
mours, and we are not competent to render judgment on 
that point, the plain fact is that the university would 
never open itself to such insinuations were it to decide 
simply not to inquire of each student or candidate for 
admission his or her religion. 

Perhaps it is not too well-known that sevex-al states 
south of the border prohibit by law any public institu- 
tion or organization from asking a prospective or actual 
member formally to state his religion. Perhaps this is 
too much to expect from the men who sit in high council 
in the Quebec Legislature. It is certainly not too much 
to ask of a university, in particularly a university that 
boasts of a great liberal tradition. We're personally con- 
vinced that McGill means no malice by its question on 
the registration forms; but that makes it all the more 
imperative that such questions be stricken, a move that 
would make the university absolutely immune to any po- 
tential accusation of religious bias or prejudice. 

We must admit that we found yesterday's article 
very interesting reading, and that we consider ourselves 
considerably edified by the knowledge that McGill has 
one Confucian, four Plymouth Brethren, twenty-one Bud- 
dhists, etc. But we pay too high a price for such inter- 
esting tidbits.

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Westley Talks on 
Non-Conformity 



Non-conformity is the problem fa- 
cing today's youth, said Dr. Wil- 
liam Westley, Chairman of the So- 
ciology Department at McGill In a 
mum-hour lecture at Hillel on 
"Pressures Toward Conformity", 
lie added that the attitude of "to- 
lerance" held by many students 
may lead to a belief in nothing and 
to conformity to nothing. 

Dr. Westley pointed out that con- 
formity in the popular sense is fun- 
damentally a negative term for 
standards which people oppose ;

i.e. status symbols which arc con- 
sidered in bad taste. Dr. Westley 
believed this to be a mistaken no- 
tion. Rather he said conformity is 
on essential element in the deve- 
lopment and maintenance of so- 
ciety. Men must agree on certain 
goals as the basis of human free- 
dom, for a unity of law, language, 
etc., promotes a feeling of trust. 
LESS CONFORMITY NOW 
Dr. Westley disagreed with the 
popular opinion that due to mass 
media of communication, we con- 
form more today than in the past. 
He cited the peasants of medieval 
Europe as a completely confor- 
mist society and declared that man 
is moving toward a greater free' 
dom of ideas because of urbaniza 
tion. 

Four factors were cited as the 
basic pressures toward conform! 
ty: isolation, which creates a ho 
mogeneous society; organization, 
which controls man's actions; an 
tagonism, caused by internal con 
flict within a society; and fear, 
from which grows personal confor- 
mity for the sake of security. 
PROBLEM OF LIMITS 
The speaker said that the pro- 
blem of conformity is the problem 
of limits. The decision then is not 
between good and bad conformity, 
but between too much or too little 
conformity.

Knelman Warns 
Myth Of "Clean 



"The mythology of fallout is a 
product of the nature of our 
society", said Dr. Fred Knelman 
speaking to the Nuclear Studies 
Group in the Union Ballroom on 
Wednesday. "Our tremendous sci- 
entific revolution has far outstrip- 
ped our development as human 
beings. There is a terrifying dis- 
parity between what our techno- 
logy can do and what man can 
do with technology." 

"In the nineteenth century it 
was possible for a young intellec- 
tual to withdraw completely from 
society; today we are all faced 
with the possibility of the same 
terrible end and withdrawal in 
meaningless." 

Dr. Knelman outlined the origin 
of radioactive particles and ex- 
plained the difference between 
fission (atomic) bombs, fission- 
fusion (hydrogen) bombs and 
super (cobalt) bombs. He des- 
cribed the extent of damage 
which the thermal blast of an 
explosion would create and the 
area the subsequent global fall- 
out would cover. 

The speaker distinguished bet- 
ween the somatic (damage to all 
body cells) effects of fallout and 
the genetic (damage to cells of 
reproductive organs) effects. He 
said that there could be no such 
thing as a "clean" bomb as var- 
ious governments have claimed. 



The so-called "clean" bomb is 
an enormous fission-fusion bomb 
which, if it docs not release the 
products such as Strontium 00 
which cause somatic damage, pro- 
duces instead vast quantities of 
Carbon 14, which has a devastat- 
ing genetic effect- The "thres- 
hold" is another myth, he pointed 
out There is no minimum level 
for the safe absorbtion of Carbon 
14, the smallest particle of which 
causes genetic damage. 

At present the three-power dis- 
armament conference is stalled 
on the question of the detection 
of subterranean atomic tests.
